I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Sanitary  Circum¬ 
stances,  Health  and  Vital  Statistics  of  your  district  during  the  year  ending  the 
31st  December,  (1951. 

The  Health  of  your  district  during  the  year  under  review  has  been  most 
satisfactory  and  free  from  any  serious  epidemics. 

The  Vital  Statistics  show'  9  more  births  and  15  more  deaths  registered 
this  year  than  in  1950;  giving  a  crude  death  rate  of  10.8  and  a  birth  rate  of  16.9. 
Tne  former  shows  a  slight  increase  and  the  tatter  remains  about  the  same  as 
for  1950. 

The  number  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  the  year  was  161  as 
compared  with  394  for  1950.  This  diminution  was  brought  about  by  the  low 
incidence  of  Measles  (82)  as  compared  with  245  during  11950. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
for  their  encouragement  in  my  work  and  also  to  Mr.  Dixon,  the  Clerk  to  the 
Council  and  members  of  my  staff  for  their  loyal  co-operation.

All  the  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital 
at  Wisbech.  The  largest  number  of  cases  occurred  in  the  5  year  old  age  group. 

No  cases  were  notified  during  the  winter  months — October  to  January. 
DIFHTHERIA. 

No  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  under  review.  This  happy  state 
tends  to  lead  to  complacency  'amongst  those  parents  with  young  children.  I 
must  stress  the  urgency  for  all  parents  to  fulfil  their  duty  to  their  little  ones 
by  having  them  protected  by  inoculation  against  Diphtheria. 

Otherwise  a  state  will  again  arise  similar  to  that  which  existed  in  pre¬ 
immunisation  times — when  the  infant  and  young  population  were  the  victims 
of  Diphtheria. 

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

The  family  doctor  or  the  Medical  Officer  at  any  of  the  Infant  Welfare 
Centres  will  only  too  willingly  give  the  necessary  injections.

Section  D 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  District  wias  served  with  piped  water  supply  to  all  villages  under  the 
scheme  operated  by  the  Wisbech  and  District  Water  Board.  Where  no  piped 
supply  was  available  in  the  more  isolated  parts  of  the  Parishes,  the  only 
supply  was  rainwater  collected  from  roofls.  The  number  of  shallow  wells  in 
the  district  was  negligible. 

During  the  year  40,012  yards  of  extensions  to  water  mains  were  laid  and 
365  new  connections  made. 

The  Water  Board  takes  a  full  chemical  analysis  of  water  supplies  from 
each  source  every  six  months,  and  bacteriological  examinations  of  sampler* 
from  consumers’  taps. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL— DRAINAGE  AND  SEWAGE. 

No  public  sewers  exist.  Where  an  adequate  water  supply  is  available 
many  conversions  of  vaults  and  pail  closets  to  water  closets  have  occurred 
with  disposal  by  cesspools  and  septic  tanks.  Privy  vaults  are  generally  in  use 
by.  cottage  properties  and  agricultural  dwellings. 

The  cesspool  emptying  service  continued  in  operation  during  the  year  and 
526  cesspools,  465  privy  vaults  and  19  sewage  plants  were  emptied. 

RIVER  POLLUTION  PREVENTION  ACTS. 

The  whole  district  is  covered  and  controlled  by  the  two  Catchment 
Boards  of  the  Nene  and  Ouse. 

ERADICATION  OF  EED  BUGS. 

No  cases  have  been  reported  or  found  during  the  year.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Dry  refuse  is  collected  by  the  Council  fortnightly  and  all  houses  except 
those  in  isolated  places,  where  disposal  can  be  carried  out  privately,  are 
served. 

Roads  and  streets  are  controlled  by  the  Norfolk  County  Council  and  road 
cleansing  is  therefore  carried  out  by  the  County  Council  staff.
